"Si'i;n butter " is tlie .same as "roast 
l)utler," uiiil this wa.s oiice a delicate test 
of houtiewiffi-y. A spit was thrust 
through a pound uf lirm butter, and, 
after being vciy thickly basted wth 
floiir, it was set bt'fure the lire. In the 
l^j^jof^fiirnspita and smokeiacks it was 
easy to 'turn' tins "steiidily anilcbhstantly. 
Tlie problem was for tlio housekeeper to 
do this after these coulrivauccs passed 
away. The butter wus basted constant- 
ly, and tho heat drew tho hutter out into 
tho flour. As soon as one basto was 
browned lightly, auotlier was thrownon. 
-When liuished, you had an excellent 
roU.;of.puil' paste live times the original 
I>6nhd' 'of. ibtitter, aud when perfectly 
cooked there was a hollow at the heart, 
exactly tlie size of the original pound. 
When servctl, this hollow could be filled 
with jelly or preserves. 

Toe /Eoliaii harp is composed of a 
rectangular. , box, madp of very thin 
bo mis, -f inches deejj'aVd 6 inches wide, 
and long enough to fit across the win- 
dow iu wliicii it IB to lie placed.

GuAiiAsi, Texas, Jaa. o. — The three 
LIcDenald brothers, murnlerers of a 
man named ^fartin at Belknap, made 
a desperate' ■'■'attempt to escape yester- 
day, which resulted in their death and 
that of the deputy sheriff, besides seri- 
ously wounding several other people. 
About 10 o'clock a. m. the ^McDonald 
boys were led from their steel cage to 
the calaboose and with Jim Boone and 
Jack Baldwin, two other prisoners, 
were given their breakfast by two 
deputies. Ono deputy was testing the 
cage while it was empty, and the other 
deputy, Davis IMilton, stood in the 
door of the wooden cell opening from 
the calaboose to tho steel cage. Ik- 
had a pistol iu ,each. hand, keeping 
watch. Presently he [uit both re\ el- 
vers in ono hand to get a match frcm 
his pocket, when the MclJoualds sprang 
upon him suddenly and disarmed him. 
In the struggle IMilton was shot in the 
hand. His cries brought iMurphy, the 
other deputy, from the cage; but on 
entering'tha calaboose he was shot and 
instiantly killed by tlio prisoners. The 
prisoners then made a hole through the 
floor to a room below , and taking ]\Iil 
ton with them began their escape. A 
bloodhound watcdied the jail, but by 
detour they avoiileti him and took their 
flight in a southerly direction. By this 
time the whole city was excited and 
200 citizens gathered together and fol- 
lowed the fleeing prisoners. The lat- 
ter placed their hostage Davis Milton 
behind them and threatened to shoot 
hin> if they were fired upon. Thus the 
murderers proceeded some three bund 
red yards when one citizen deliberately 
took aim and tiring, mortally wouiuk 
ono of.the fugitives, who fell. .Deputy 
Milton seized the opportunity, broke 
loose and ran. A ;,'eiieral fusilade was 
now exchanged between citizens and 
escaping prisoner.s. The latter on- 
trenched themsolves in weeds and 
stumps. and battle raged for some time 
whbii 'shooting ceased and the three 
McDonalds were dead. Milton was 
shot three times and an old man iiamed 
Wood woumled in tin- thigh. A waiter 
named Joe had the Ijone of his leg shat- 
tered. Baldwin and Boone took no 
p^rfi fi^ the tsliooting and were, rfcap-

Mr. .riistico ,Gray explained the N'ow 
Rrunswick sbliopl case and did not think 
it had miich bcaring on the present one. 
It was impo'ssiblCi'Eor the court to make a 
casoJ ^rip'.leiime'd' Chief Justice had spo- 
k'en'bf'ih'exfiing'and'lihd suggested that 
it might be referred to thu Attorney Gen- 
eral. As the court could not make a case 
the Thrasher case had been suggested. Ho 
was" 'certainly not tied down to any 
opiriidri." 

Ms'. Justice Crease thought on IholOtli 
Dec. that' the Court would derive great 
benefit by the arguments of the attorney- 
jjeneral, and was <Sf ■ the same opinion 
still. He ' (tho', A, -G.^ w.as supposed to 
know all .about cajistitution.al matters. 

The Attfjrnoy-Gonori^lsiiid that unfor- 
tunately ho was not' supposed to know all 
about them'. lie' was not at .all tiatisfied 
with his footing in tho Court. 

Tho Chief .lustice thought that the 
Court would derive great as.sistance from 
the inombers of tho bar, especially on a 
question of jurfsdiction. Ho would be 
much pbli^ed'-to Hie leariied attornsy-gen- 
eral to slib'iv that on tho' 19th December 
they H;cre a full, Court. If thoy wero a 
full Court thcii an appeal could be had. 
If tl ley' were hot a full Court an ajipeal 
from its judgment could not be had. The 
point to. be - deoidcd'jfWas whether the 
Court was a full Court or not. The at- 
toniey-general says they wero a full 
Court; but tho judges doubtod it. It was 
now for him to show that they were a full 
Court. , , . 

The attorney general romarkod that tho 
first thing that had surprised him was tho 
doubt that had been exprossod by the 
judges. Hp then rofprrod to cases in 
tjuobec aiid considered that had tho court 
sat on the 19th nit., ani he contended they 
sliould liavo .sat, there would have been a 
cjise for tho Supremo Court of Camilla. 

The Chief Jiisj-ipe— You want us to sit 
as a full ppur,t when jtlve juilgos bolisvcd 
they were not'a full court. 

The Attorney General replied that the 
judges conaidorcd they did not sit as a 
full court on the lOtli. 

The Chief Justice said they had de- 
cided nothing on the 10th. Tlicy had 
only expressed strong doubts im tliat 
day. 

Tho attorney general was sorry to did'er 
I froni the learned Chief Justice. 

Mr. Justice Gray wanted to know what 
tho practical result of tho attorney gen- 
eral's proposition .would ba. Wore not 
the suggestions of the learned Chief .Jus- 
tice to be argiiod ? Points for argument 
had been handed dovvii to tho attorney 
general and they should bo discussed. 

Tho attorney general remarked that if 
the judges did not sit as a full court lie 
wanted to know why thoy did ikjI do so. 

Hon, Justico Crsaso said that tliey had 
adjoutnod till to-day for the express pur- 
pose of getting that question argued. 

Mr. Justico Gray said the court was 
strongly of opinion on tho 10th tliat it was 
not a full court then, and they w«l'o still 
of that opinion. Tho niattor was [lost- 
ponod till to-day £or argument. 

Attorney Goneriil remarked that it was 
uot f^,'.' lii.n to raise the point. 

Mr. Justice Gray was of opinion that if 
any blame was to be attached an^'where 
it was hisfoi' suggesting that the attorney 
general should 'iirguo the case. 

Mr. Drjike hero explained tho con.sti- 
tutional (|ucstion as origin.aliy raised. 

Hoik Justice Crease had expressed no 
(5])inion. In fact he h.ad iiutyet m.ade 
his mind on tlio question at issue. 

Mr.. Justice Gray referred to his notes 
and spoke of tho rules constituting a full 
court.

The Chief .lustice remarked that many 
of the points raised were mere by-ipies- 
tions. The case before the Court wi.s 
tliat of the Thrasher. The Court had ad- 
journed for the purpose of argume.ut. 

INIr. Justice Gray asked the attorney- 
general how ho proposed to get out of the 
difficulty. The Court had invited him to 
enter into the argument and he had re- 
fused to do sc. 

Mr. Drake explained his position with 
reference to the question at issue. 

The Chief Justice tliought that all par- 
ties should have been prepared to argue 
this question. If they were a full Court 
they had adjourned from the 19th ult. to 
the 5th inst; if not a full Court tho ad- 
journment went for nothing. 

Hon. .lustice Crease w.anted to get at the 
rights of tlie case and the attorney-gener- 
iil had boon invited to take part. 

The attorney-general considorod that 
ho was in a very unsiitis factory position. 
He was certain that no private suitor 
would go to tho expense of canying this 
m.attor to the Supreme Court of Canada. 

Mr. Justice Gray thought that tho only 
way to get out of tho difficulty was for 
tlie attorney-gdosral to proceed against 
Sir M. B, Begbie in tho Supremo Court 
of Canada. 

The attorncy-goneval wanted tho uisc 
to go before the Supreme Court of Canada 
and for that purpose ho was anxious 
that some plan should ho agi'eed upon 
with that object in view. The local gov- 
ernment would defray .all expenses of 
such an appeal. 

The Cliief .lustice remarked that in 
such a case the matter was certain to bo 
appetded because the suitor jigainst whom 
tho decision might bo would carry the 
thing to the Supreme Court of Canada,. as 
it would cost him notlung to do so. Tho 
words just uttered by tho attorney-general 
must certainly have slipped from him un- 
intentionally. 

Tho attorney-general replied tliat they 
did not slip from him unintentionally. 
Ho had no personal feelin" in tho ina'.ier 
and ho wanted tho case to bo put in such 
a form as to go to the .Supremo Court or 
Privy Council. Ho had given tho sub- 
ject his almost iindividod attention since 
tho 19th ult. and desired to see tho whole 
question disposed of. He contoiidcd that 
tho legislature had a right to form rules 
of Court. Tho grave qticstions tliat had 
been suggested by tho learned Chief Jus- 
tice in iiis memorandum wore most iin- 
[jortant ones. 

The Chief .histico remarked that tho 
memorandum in question W!us only a 
statement and not an opinion. It was 
only a ono-sidod argument and strength 
might be added to it or othorwiso. Tho 
only thing was, had they the power to sit 
as a full Oi.iit't. Ho wanted to hear the 
argument on the other side. 

The attornoy-goner.al lieru askeil why 
.suction 120 of the B. N. A. Act w.as left 
out of the memorandum. 

The Chief Justice onunierated several 
other vejy important sections of this Act 
that had not been mentioned. „ 

Hon. Justice Crease remarked that the 
memorandum was only an indication of 
tlio geneial lino to be pursued. 

The attorney-general said that thero 
must be somebody on tho other side. The 
suggestions submitted wore pretty strong 
ones in tho direction indicated. 

The Chief Justico had by no means 
made up his mind on ' th,o pouit. He 
could construct as strong a .case on the 
other side. 

Tho attonioy -general said that it was 
not for him to miso points liko ninepins, 
for tho express purpose ot knocking them 
down .again. Ho wanted to know what 
ho liatl to defend, lie would be happy to 
hear the other side. 

Tlio Chief Justice here asked Mr. T. 
Davie if ho was prepared to argue the 
point at issiie. , 

Mr. Theodore Davio stated that he had 
coiicludod his argument on tho 24th No- 
vember, but ho did not take the present 
issue as one (jf his arguments nt that 
time. 

Mr. Justice Gray considered that the 
full Court was limited to aittingjonco a 
year, and that the legislature had no 
power to make it sit oftener. The learned 
judge further explained tho position of 
tho que.stion. 

Tho attorney. general was glad the ex- 
planation had been made. Ho would 
now have the opportunity of arguing tho 
matter in its wider sense, and referred to 
the doubt as to tho jurisdiction of tho 
Court. It would bo for him to show that 
it was a full Court. 

Mr. T. Davie remarked that his posi- 
tion would be strengtliened by the points 
that w^ero now raised. 

The attorney-general considorod that it 
was in tho interest of tho province to 
carry the case to t\\e Supreme Court of 
Canada. 

Mr. T. Davio had no objection to rais- 
ing the additional points. In tho inter- 
ests of his client |ip had already raised 
those which Irad. heen^ argued, fio did 
not want to contest the constitutionality 
of the Court. 

The attorney-general would be gl.ad if 
Mr- Davio would argue tho question, and 
ho would roply to him. Ho quite under- 
stood that Mr. D. did not want to raise 
idditionai objections. 

Mr. tlusticQ Gray here inquired of Mr. 
Davio if he would consent to begin his ar- 
guments over .again. 

Mr. Davio would do so if it would as- 
sist the Court. Tho arguments of the 
2lth S'ovember were as full a^ho intend- 
ed to make them. Then the Court was 
adjourned till the 10th December for 
judgment. 

'The Chief Justice remarked that Mi: 
Da\ic was right, as he had commenced 
writing out his judgment, but of course 
liad not completed it. 

Mr. Davie was not in a position to com- 
mence his argument again at once. Be- 
sides, there was the further question that 
would have to be fully examined into. 

Mr Justico Gray explained tho throo 
diviaionsof theargumont andsaidthatitaf- 
fectcd the ri.ghts of evoi^body in the Pro- 
vince and the Dominion. . 

l\Ir, Davio would enter into the argu- 
ment igain to thc! best of his ability. He 
consiilercd, however, that ho ought to 
li.ave iinother member of the bar to assist 
him. He would bo ready on I>Ionday 
next. 

Tho attorney-general would not pay 
counsel to argue against himself. 

Tho Chief Justico remarked that the 
Court had no powsr to .assist Mr. Davie 
in thatw.ay. He further made it very 
clear tliat the manuscript which had been 
given br him to thc attorney-genoral out 
of cour^sy, and whicli had lieen printed, 
contained merely suggestions as to the 
points to be raised and tlie arguments to 
bo met. It was avowedly incomplete, but 
was nioait toassist the attorney-general in 
preparing his argument^, | , , , 

Court iiero adjourncil till Monday the 
9th inst., at 11 o'clock a. m. 

After the adjourpment a conversation 
took pltt« on the early formation of the 



Suiuome Court in B. C. in 18.^)8, and thc 
attorney-general remarked that then the 
Chief Justice w.as attorney-geneml as well 
as the judge of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Justice Gray observed that it would 
bo very convenient for the attonisy-gon- 
eral to act as judge also in his present 
difliculty.

l)e and the saino are lierohy repealed, but 
auoh repeal shall not projndice or alt'Lct 
any proceedings pcndin* under, the .said 
By-Laws, or any of tliem, or any riglit!) 
ur liabilities accrued in resp<^ct of them. 
' '.J. Footpaths or sidewalk.s of a uniform 
ijradii and with a fall t<iwardn the .street 
iif not less than ono-fonrth of an inch to
